Puritan and 
Cincinnati were reconnoitring 
force for the purpose of locating and 
destroying the formidable defenses be- 
ing constructed, the flagship was fired 
oo by the batteries on Point Rubal 
Caya and Point Maya, guarding the 
entrance to the harbor. The New 
York instantly replied.

•hlpa just 18 minutes to silence the 
batteries. 

Immediately the fort at Matanxas 
opened Are, the Puritan returned the 
fire from an eight-inch gun. The first 
•hot missed. The second shot struck the 
fort on the eaatern end and crumbled 
Ave tons of solid masonry. Fort Mor- 
ello answered with Krupp guna The 
other forte about the harbor Joined in 
the firing. By this time the New York 
was In range. She opened fire about 
three railea away, but came no closer. 
The shells from the small gunboat hit 
the Puritan, but the projectile* were 
not heavy enough to do damage.
